In determining whether the terms of the Settlement Agreement are in the public
interest and are reasonable, the Commissiun has 'ta}ken‘ into consideration the
comprehensive nature of the Settlement Agreement, Kénergy’s willinghess o
implement job briefing documentation methods for its contractor crews, Kenergy;s
willingness fo imp.iemanf; regular safely audits for its confractor work crews, and
Kenergy's cooperaﬁon in achie\\}ing a rasolution of this proceeding.

Based on the evidence of the rebo]d and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the
Co;mmi’ss.ion finds that the Seftlement Agreement is in accordance with the law and
does not violate anly regulatory principle. The Seiilement Agreement is a product of
am’s-length negotiations among capable, knowledgeable parties, is in the public
interest, and results in a reasonable resolution of all issues in this case

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The Joint Stipulation of Facts and Settlement Agreement is adopted and
approved in its entirety as a complete resolution of all issues in this case.
